For several days there have been 


published stories interpreting the Jap- 
anese-Russian agreement for conces- 
sions in Sakhalin as a violation of the 
principle of, the open door. This cor- 
respondent last 
week disclosed the 


viewpoint of the 
American govern- 


ment to be that the open door policy 
had not been violated. The White 
House who has felt constrained to go 
even further and place the responsi- 
bility for the 
erroneous interprpta- 


tion on "certain interests" which were 
disappointed by the Russian-Japan- 
cso agreement. 


BACK TO FALL'S DAY 


Back of ail this is a. situation which 


runs to the days when Albert B. Fall 
made a trip to Russia and when the 
former Secretary of the Jntprior still 
was influential with the Hardins ad- 
ministration. The soviet government 
wanted recognition. They made a con- 
tract 
with 
the 
Sinclair interests 


whereby the latter were to receive oil 
concessions but they were to become 
null and void If the American govern- 
ment did not recognize the soviet ic- 
gime. The Sinclair interests consent- 
ed to that provision but 
Secretary 


Hughes looked askance at it. Wheth- 
er the Sinclair intorpsts believed that 
Albert Fall could p°rsiiade President 
Hardlnp to extend recognition to the 
Soviets or whether it was hoped the 
Soviets would 
Ignore the provision 


and let the concession 
stand is. of 


course, something 
which only the 


Sinclair people know. So far as the 
«>tate department Is concerned it ne\-- 
er considered the oil concessions as a 
reason for recognition. 


Since the Teopot Dome scandal was 


revealed, there has be°n oven IPES in- 
terest in forwarding the projects of 
the Sinclair oil people in relation to 
the Russian concessions.

AND BUNK 


In Boston the other day James X. Xor- 


ris of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and the' National Kcsearch Coun- 
cil at Washington made the discouraging 
prediction that "the next ivar Tvill be one 
of deadly gases, so horrible that people 
will think they are witnessing' the end of 
the world." 
^ 


Mr. Xorris. in effect, restated the fact 


the world was forced to face in 1914— 
that the "unthinkability" of yesterday 
becomes the military necessity of today 
and the commonplace of tomorrow. He 
jnight have gone further and explained 
to his audience what a monumental fu- 
tility battle gas proved. The plain truth 
of the matter is that in the "World war it 
added one more stanza of horror to the 
epic if frightfulness without ever'being 
a deciding factor. It did not have even 
that shadow of justification. 


Chemical warfare, in short, developed 


the same fatal flaw that is inherent in all 
competitive arming, viz: that it left ad- 
versaries relatively no more powerful and 
collectively was calamitous to them alL 


It is frequently claimed that while land 


armament and" battleships can be limited 
by international agreement, since they 
caunot well be hidden from view, war 
gas production cannot be outlawed by 
general consent because it can be carried 
on in the seclusion of the laboratory. But 
the claim is manifestly invalid, for the 
last war. ruthless in many of its phases 
as it was. proved that even the bitterest 
foes, while in the very act of seeking to 
destroy one another, were virtually com- 
pelled to make some pacts for the mutual 
well-,being. Prisoners were exchanged, 
sick ones sent to neutral countries for in-" 
leniraent. casualty list and details of dead 
enemy soldiers" estates passed to and fro 
and a hundred other little arrangements 
not disclosed to the world at the time.- 
though the outcome of official agreement 
between Berlin and other capitals, were 
carried out. 


It is idle to claim modern war has no 


rules: it is hedged around by rules, which 
are respected so long as it is to the com- 
mon advantage to keep them. And the 
battle gases of the future can remain un- 
released by the same mutual agreement. 
They will be. if common sense has any 
bearing on the designs of men.

Pasquali's notes rang in Ameri- 
can halls almost up to the hours she died 
in Omaha. She sang her swan song there 
less than three weeks ago. 


Five thousand miles away in the 


French Riviera the voice of de Reszke 
was stilled—the voice that interpreted 
"\Vagner to American audiences in a new 
light. 
As Siegfried. Tristan-nnd "\Yal- 


ther he displayed wonderful power in pre- 
senting the dramatic possibilities of "".Vag- 
nerian opera without ever losing sight of 
vocal purity. 
His appearance in Lon- 


don, at Covcnt Garden, marked a icvival 
of grand opera there, and every capital in 
Europe for a decade rang with his fame, 
a fame that was augmented when he first 
landed on American soil. 


He was of a different period from Pas- 


quali. but they were both great artists, 
and the musical world will regret their 
loss.

EFFECT'S OF TONSILU5CTOMY 


Dr. Albert P. Kaiser, children's specialist. Roch- 


ester, N. IT., has studied the reasons for and the 
effects from tho removal of tho tonsils In about 
eight thousand school children. Ills opinion inny 
bo considered authoritative. .Probably no one else 
has had wider experience or made a more careful 
study of this question. Dr. Kaiser's latest report 
deals with the condition of 1.200 children examined 
three years after the operation for removal "of the 
tonsils or tonsils and adenoids. This study has all 
tho more value because Dr. Kaiser has been able to 
compare the condition observed in tho 1.200 chil- 
dren whoso tonsils were removed three years ago 
with the present condition of another group of 
l.COO children, who three years ago. had enlarged 
or diseased tonsils or tonsils and adenoids and were 
recommended for operation, but were -not operated 
upon. 
Surely, such a checkup with such a con- 


trol must carry great weight with any sensible 
person who really wants to know the value of the 
average tonslllectomy In childhood. 


'Of tho 1.200 children operated on, 674 had been 


subject to frequent attacks of sore throat or ton- 
sillitis up to tho time of the operation, and In the 
three year period since removal of their tonsils 
only 120 of tho children had continued to have 
sore throat or tonsillitis attacks. Nearly half of the 
1200 children operated on had been subject to 
frequent coryza or cri; In the three years since 
operation 146 of them continued to have attacks 
of so called "head cold." 


or tho children operated on, 1.027 had enlarged 


cervical 'glands" (lymph nodes)—commonly known 
as "kernels" In the neck. In the three year period 
since the operation the cervical nodes have disap- 
peared In 352 cases and remained in evidence In 
720 cases. Since the operation, 48 children, who had 
never before had enlarged cervical nodes, have de- 
veloped these "kernels." This would seem to show 
that infected tonsils and their removal can have 
little influence upon enlarged glands in the neck. 


Acute or chronic running ear was a complaint 


in 136 of the 1.200 children operated on, and 42 of 
these remained unaffected by the operation. In 
addition, in tho three years since opration 26 chil- 
dren not previously subject to ear trouble have de- 
veloped running ears. Among the 1,200 children not 
operated on, 75 have had discharging ears in the 
last three years. 


Before the operation 53 of the 1.200 children had 


had diphtheria: since the operation only three cases 
of diphtheria have occurred among the 1.200 chil- 
dren. As Dr. Kaiser suggests, diseased tonsils af- 
ford fertile soil for the diphtheria bacillus. 


A. history of rheumatism, joint pains or "grow- 


ing pains"'was obtained in 128 of the 1.200 children 
not operated on. and In 129 of the 1,200 children 
operated on. Of the group operated on, 116 had 
developed their joint trouble since the operation. 
Evidently, then, tonsil removal is no panacea for 
so-called "rheumatism." But 
the 
operation 
has 


proved of distinct value in the prevention of heart 
disease, which is part and parcel of the focal In- 
fection from the tonsils which Is known as "rheu- 
matism." Among the 1.200 children operated on. 
there were 44 cases of heart disease. 13 of which 
hae developed since the operation: amonb the 1,200 
children not operated on there were 52 cases of 
heart disease. But this evidence Is greater than It 
seems, for unquestionably many more of the chil- 
dren not operated on will develop heart disease 
from their, diseased tonsils in. the next few years.

"The Joy the modern youth has," he 


says, "is the prospect of a happi- 
ness and power and influence which 
no other generation has possessed." 


To bo 90. and bo able to attest that 


truth Is to evidence the very spirit of 
youth Itself which looks anywhere ex- 
cept to tho past. Praisers of past 
times have b'ccomo Identified In max- 
ims as worshipers of the unreal, for 
however good tho past may have been, 
it does not exist for contemporaries. 
They have their own tasks to do well 
or ill. To approach them in the spirit 
of Dr. Eliot's optimism Is to banish 
most of their difficulties. It is encour- 
aging to hear age tell youth the truth 
about it. The golden age of the past 
is golden only for those who admire 
no glory but that of the sunset.

not a. history of England at all in 
the real sense.

But unlike the work of the spell- 


binder, Macaulay's "History of Eng- 
land" is the work of a genius and is 
very much worth reading it its char- 
acter as a special 'plea Is kept In mind.

THOJIAS JEFFERSON 


Today Is the 182nd birthday anni- 


versary of Thomas Jefferson. 
The 


author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and third president of the 
United States was born April 13. 1743 
in Shadwell, Albemarle county, Va,

Ho en- 
tered William and Mary's College at 
the age of 17, where he did well in 
the classics.

London—In competing against ships 


which are privately owned, state-own- 
ed ships have come off the worst, ac- 
cording to Lord Inchcape. the chair- 
man of the P. & O. shipping company. 
He said that during the war the Brit- 
ish government built a great many 
steamers but very wisely after the 
war had ceased they got rid of them, 
and at high prices, for trade was then 
booming. Not so wise were Canada. 
America.-Australia, -Brazil-and Portu- 
gal, which held on to their state owned 
steamers. These vessels had been com- 
peting ~witlf privately owned vessels 
the world over with the result that 
these countries had lost millions of 
pounds which had to be made good by 
the taxpayer. 


It would, he believed, havo paid the 


ship-owning governments to have sunk 
their ships rather than to have kept 
them running during the last

years. AVhen governments rid them- 
selves of the' incubus of state owned 
vessels the public may see a moderate 
return to prosperity of the shipbuild- 
ing industry.

000 cultures for inoculatinc alfalfa 
seed. This one piece of "off-thc-cam-
